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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  COOPERATIVE  STATE-FEDERAL  SHEEP  AND  CATTLE 
SCABIES  ERADICATION  — FISCAL  YEAR  1960 

Psoroptic  Cattle  Scabies  - Psoroptic  scabies  was  diagnosed  in  4 herds — one  each  in 
Colorado,  Indiana,  Iowa,  and  Oregon.  The  one  infected  animal  in  Indiana  was  found 
by  a regulatory  veterinarian  conducting  the  tuberculin  test  in  a dairy  herd*  The 
other  outbreaks  were  reported  by  veterinary  practitioners*  Infected  and  exposed 
cattle  were  treated  under  supervision  and  tracing  of  possibly  infected  or  exposed 
animals  was  done  promptly*  Additional  attention  was  given  to  routine  inspection 
of  feedlot  cattle  and  cattle  in  areas  in  which  the  disease  had  appeared  during 
previous  years* 

The  four  infected  herds  represented  a significant  decrease  compared  to  fiscal  year 
1959  when  27  infected  herds  were  found  in  Illinois,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Texas,  Kansas, 
and  Colorado*  During  fiscal  year  1958,  four  infected  herds  were  reported  with  25 
in  1957}  7 in  1956;  and  30  in  1955* 

Gove  County,  Kansas,  was  the  only  area  under  Federal  quarantine  at  the  beginning 
of  fiscal  year  1960*  This  quarantine  was  lifted  in  February  1960* 

Psoroptic  Sheep  Scabies  - Psoroptic  scabies  was  reported  in  886  flocks  of  85,612

During  1960,  10,836,576  sheep  were  inspected  and  390,958  dipped  compared  to 
10,848,946  inspected  and  309,609  dipped  during  1959* 

There  were  two  outbreaks  in  Western  States  believed  to  have  been  free  of  sheep 
scabies*  The  outbreak  in  Boulder  County*,  Colorado,  in  November  1959,  resulted 
from  an  illegal  movement  of  sheep  from  Pennsylvania*  The  New  Mexico  outbreak 
was  found  in  March  1960  at  a slaughtering  plant  in  Bernalillo  County*  Prompt 
eradication  measures  were  taken  in  both  instances*
